LAKESIDE MEETING OPENS WELL. 



The opening day of the Lakeside Jockey Club 
was a success as far as the weather and attend- 
ance was concerned. But what was a good pro- 
gramme was somewhat interfered with by the 
condition of the track, and the fact that there 
were numerous holes in it. Scratches were 
many and Tully Coulter’s good mare California 
was declared out of both engagements, as she 
pulled up lame, after her morning work. 

Paint and general cleaning up has made the 
surroundings bright and shapely. Mr. 
Nathanson was presiding judge, with Harry 
Kuhl as assistant. Richard Dwyer was in com- 
mand of the rubber, but he had the advance 
flag as well, and it was fortunate he had, as in 
two races, there was trouble at the post. 

The principal event of the day was the Ham- 
mond Handicap, one mile, for which eleven had 
accepted, Only seven went to the post, Califor- 
nia, Simmons, Kamsin and Francis Pope being 
absentees. Redskin was favorite, with Foster’s 
entry, Lillian E. and Merry Monarch equal sec- 
ond choices, the last named being backed from 
^ 5 to iYt to 1. Dick Behan opened at 4, but went 

back to 10 to 1. To a good start Frankie D was 
quickest away followed by Lillian E and Merry 
Monarch, Redskin getting away last. At the 
quarter Lillian E was in front of the old mare, 
with Dick Behan in third place, Redskin and 
tl^e Foster pair being the last three. At the 
half Frankie D was in front again, with Dick 
Behan second and Lillian E, third. Round the 
far turn Dick Behan took the lead, and at the 
three-qaarters he had his head in front of Lil- 
lian E with Frankie D a neck before Redskin. 
Dick Behan led into the stretch, but Redskin 
was at his saddle girths and Lillian E well up. 
There was nothing in it but three leaders, and 
at the head of the stand Redskin went to the 
front and drawing away won handily. Little 
Hathersall rode Dick Behan very well, and 
beat Lillian E, who swerved at the eighth pole, 
four lengths for the place. The state of the 
track may be imagined from the time, which 
was 1 :50^4. 

Caufield was made favorite for the opening 
event, but he was never dangerous, and Mamie 
G won in a gallop, the two outsiders, Cassa and 
Cunarder being second and third. 

Lottie Wimmer delayod the start in the two- 
year-old race by acting badly at the post. There 
were several breakaways and Porter’s Ally took 
a good deal out of herself. In the end she got 
off badly, but ran a good race, being only just 
beaten by the favorite, Devoir, who had made 
all the running. 

Ferryman II seemed to like the heavy going, 
and showed the way all around. Though he won 
by a length and a half from Sligo, he had had 
enough of it. Pinchback, the favorite, was third. 

With California, Roy Lochiel and Weola 
scratched, Nikita had nothing to beat but Sim- 
mons in the fifth race at six furlongs. With 
odds on her she had no difficulty in winning 
handily by a length and a half. 

In the last race at seven furlongs, John Hickey 
had it all his own way, though the rank out- 
sider Collector showed well in the stretch and 

* finished second. 

Cy Jaynes was at Lakeside yesterday. His 

stable will be there next week. 

Chris Smith will ship his string from St. Louis 
to Lakeside in a few days.

THE ST. LOUIS SQUABBLE. 



The betting jangle at St. Louis isn’t a tonic 
for racing. Alex. Ullman’s effort to make his 
privilege pay, created the following notice 
from President Maflitt: 

Messrs. Alex. Ullman & Co., city: Gentlemen 
— We are advised that you have posted the fol- 
lowing notice, to-wit : 

“Bookmakers wishing to draw in for the next 
three days can do so by paying their pro rata 
of $1600 per day for five races, in case books 
average less than sixteen. Closes at 1 :45 p. m.” 
Your contract with this association does not 
justify you in making such a rule. Is is not in 
accord with the custom add is unreasonable. 
Am instructed to advise you that it is the view 
of this association that any reputable book- 
maker shall be permitted, for the consideration 
of $100 per day, as usual, to sell pools, subject to 
such reasonable rules as to mode of selling and 
such as are customary, as you may prescribe. 

If you persist in the course which the associa- 
tion has condemned and thinks unwarranted it 
will exercise the authority to grant to reputable 
bookmakers the right to conduct at the associa- 
tion grounds without your bonsent. 

But the cheapness of it all comes out of Presi- 
dent Maffit’s plea against Ullman’s injunction 
move. In that plea the old debasing idea that 
racing is gambling is raised as a reason why the 
courts should not give Ullman what he sought. 
It succeeded too. 



THE MONTANA MEETINGS. 



Manager Tipton, of the Anaconda and Butte 
Montana Meetings, issues the following circular 
letter to horsemen : 

Thr Montana meetings are now a fixture. The 
present management starts out with brand new 
equipments: new grand stands, new betting 
sheds, new barns, new paddocks, and full mile 
tracks as good as the best. The frequency with 
which horses have raced over these tracks 
should be sufficient testimony as to their safety. 

Successful meetings have been held annually 
for the past eight years, but from present indi- 
cations, 1896 promises to surpass previous years 
in ail that makes first-class meetings, viz : at- 
tendance, betting, ample and complete accom- 
modations. 

Horsemen may come here with the complete 
assurance that every event will go as advertised. 
Past meetings have always been conducted with 
a view to maintaining absolute good faith with 
visiting horsemen and I do not propose to initi- 
ate the system of declaring off races. Contest- 
ing fields have always been small and while I 
hope to somewhat increase the number of horses, 
yet we cannot expect, and, in fact, rre neither 
looking for nor wishing to see, double tiers of 
starters. 

Montana, notwithstanding that her silver 
mines are practically closed, is probably the 
most prosperous state in the union, and her peo- 
ple are perfectly devoted to racing, hence large 
attendance and excellent betting. With fair 
contests, and figuring from past records, it 
should be safe predicting that pools amounting 
to $50,000 per day will be the average for 1896. 

The climate during the summer months is uni- 
formly perfect for racing— cloudless skies, warm 
days and cool nights— and it has been demon- 
strated that horses from all sections of the 
country campaigning here during the hot sea- 
son take on rather than lose flesh, and conse- 
quently are big and stout and in much better 
shape for bruising races in the fall months than 
those that have raced in the excessive heatjof 
other sections. 

All railroads running into Montana have made 
a rate on horses of one fare for round trip. You 
pay full fare here and return free of charge. 
Rates apply on all points from the coast and 
from St, Paul and Missouri river. After horses 
reach Anaconda it is only twenty-seven miles to 
Butte, thus giving forty-one days’ racing with 
practically no shipment. Other Montana meet- 
ings will follow. Programmes for running races 
will be issued bi-weekly. There will be three 
or more races each day, the purses averaging 
$300 each. Entries to stakes and handicaps 

close May 25.
